Earl Granville, in answer to ques- 
tions concurniiig tin; probable di-sposi- 
tjon of the troo|i.s, stated that the ]n 
dian troops would bo used to iioid the 
Soudan, and the llriti.sh trooiia there 
would be kept in reserve as an army 
corps to be called on in ca-so of military 
• service in India or elsewhere. 

Gladstone explained thatof tlie .£22,- 
600,000 wanted for the Soudan, j;3,- 
'■• 760,000 would be devoted the Sunkem- 
Eerber Railway, £2,000,000 to the 
• ■ Nilo or Wady Haifa liailway, £2,500,- 
000 to naval changes in connection 
with the removal of troops from the 
Soudan, and the balance would bo used 
to defray military charges in connec- 
tion with the Soudan. 

Gladstone said thiil although tho Su- 
akem-Berber railway had been com- 
raeuoed, any considerable extension of 
it would have to be Husi)ended. It 
would be necessary to hold the port of 
Suakem and oue or two places in the 
y .. vicinity, until some permanent arrange- 
ment shall have been effected. Tho Su- 
akein-Berber railway, ho aiiicl, was 
merely a work of niilitiiry iieceHsity, 
The Nile railway, however, would he 
completed apart from military reasons. 
I Jn regard to interior steps in the Sou- 
dan, the Government reserved entire 
•liberty of action, .subject to the judg- 
ment of Parliament. 

London, April 21. — Sir Peler Lunis- 
den's despatch in reply to the Crovern- 
riient'B inquiry as tcj the gorreqtneBB of 
j^eneral |vamh|oflr8 report of the en- 
counter between the Russians and Af- 
ghans on the Ku.shk river, in dated Tir 
pul, April 17tli, and is a l'lr'->,e(l to 
Earl Granville. The de.spiU'-li n-adh; 

"(Jeneral IvaniarolT's acco\|iic of the 
attack on Penjdoli is considered incor- 
rect, General Kaiuftrotf says; "On the 
2Bth of March one detachment ap- 
pfoftcheti Tash Kepri, on our bank of 
the Kushk river." I reply that Tash 
Kepri is tho name for Pul-i-Kisle. Gen- 
eral Kamaroft's claim to either bunk of 
the Kushk is untenable. The left bank 
has always bci^ii held by the Afghans 
and was never subject to Russian oc- 
cupation.

17th.

This is how matters stood when tho 
fight at Duck Lake occurred. Tho half- 
breeds solemnly declare that, while they 
bad repudiated Dominion aiithoriry, they 
had no hand or part in provoking the col - 
lision there. They say" that if they had 
intended to tight they woold not have 
sent twenty men but five hundred, and 
would have wiped out Crozier's command 
altogether. Their small force was out 
lonking for government cachtn (hidden 
supplies) in order to bo in a position, 
should tho govoriimont precipitate war by 
refusing to treat with tho provinciid gov- 
erumont, to secure provisions. liut, and 
on this point tho ha|f-breed8 are iiioai 
urgent and explicit, Diin^ont did not 
attempt to' intorfara ■ . with .prosier. tin 
the contrary he was so careful iii obeying 
Kiel's iustructioiia that, to uvoid evuii the 
ri.sk of a collision, hu ordered hisnuinlo 
disperao into the buah, wlnlo be talked 
■ffith Crozier. The tatter, liowever, aup- 
poaed that hia force wui Ijeim; aurrnuudod, 
and ordered his men to fire. The tight 
thpn fol}owpd, There were twu hundred 
armed half breeda within car-shot of tho 
firing, but when they arrived at tho scene 
Croaior wus in full retreat, and, aiill aot^ 
ing according to Riel's ordera, llu-y did 
not attempt to go in pursuit, though they 
might easily have destroyed Cruzier hu- 
foro ho reached Carleton, encumbered aa 
ho was with wounded men. The half- 
breeds say that Captain Moore, who was 
wounded, will testify that Croiiier lost his 
head, and ordered hia men to hre without 
cause or provocation. 

Kiel's riiEsKNT i'ositidn. 

Tha news of this blood.ihed reached 
Riol on the 27th March, the fiijht huvm>^ 
taken place at 3 p. m. on the previous 
day. lliel at once issued au order, of 
which the substance is as follows:— 

"The police havo suffered in an attack 
upon the forces of tho Pruvi.sidiial i;ov - 
ernment, h'^Vl'b'! iV'^d upon our men with- 
out 'provonatiou and even without 
knowing that tlpa government had' been 
established. No doubt they acte'd under 
orders frona Mr. Dowduoy, who, tu our 
enlfoatifs !^ii<l rotjioiiyti'anpe.i hp 'ol'teii 
convoyed to Cltt^wa by letters and by 
deputations since 1870. replies with a 
vqlley. Jt is therefope- evident that war 
ja bpjng thrM't upon us. We shall not 
continue hostilities, however, unless we 
are again attacked, until we know for cer- 
tain that Mr. Dewdney has boon inatruct- 
ed to deal with na, settlers fltrui;gling for 
our ri^^hts, aa public enomioa of Canada. 
In tho meantiino it is tiecoasary for us to 
prepare to resist. We remain on the de- 
fensive, but tho euiissarioa of tho govern- 
ment are evidently determined to make 
us tho aggressors. Justice must triiimph, 
however, and wo must trust in God. For 
God and our rights!". < ' )

In- 
i I Btaiiui's wore citod therein which distinctly 
a ^ exhibit a ajiirit of opiirtssive aggression 
upon the part of certaiu white perHons and 
a tolerance of their conduct by thoBo whoso 
duties briu^ matters oi this kind before 
- - them. The particular vrrongs complained 
of in ' the oomttrauicntion mentioned ore 
.ssnnlawful n'ttbholdiDg from •''an Indian of a 
certain parcel of land claimed by him and, 
as alleged, prigiually taken from him tuidei 
tho false representation that it was" only 
borrowed for a .short time; also, that the 
reasonable recjnest of the Nans Indians for 
n rosorvatiou of land sufficient for their 
requirement.^, both iu its size and nature, 
had been iijnoreil. Iheso eomi)laiuta are 
not, by far, the only ones justly or unjustly 
made by tliu tribes upon this part of tho 
coast; and the truth of such complaints or 
cause for them should be ascertained with- 
out delay. All having knowledge of these 
Indians agree as to their great superiority 
ever other coast or inland tribes; and while 
tbeir inhoxent sense of right and wrong is 
as keen as those of more advanced races, 
their cognizance of the law of tho whiles 
and respect fur tho same (thanks to tho 
beneilceut teaoluugs of gosjiel miaaionarios 
— Mr. (Iraut, M. 1'. V., to tho contrary 
uotwitlistaiiding) — impels theui to 
adopt a legitimate course, iu seek- 
ing redress. Tliis will probably take 
tho form of a petition to tho Dominion 
government forwarded through tho local 
official under wlioae aupotTtsion they 
immediately come and the Dominion gov- 
oriiinent agent. In tho meiintiino ihoy 
are making their wants and demands 
publicly known through the press — than 
i • which, for the ultimate obtainmont of 
justice, few channels have proved more 
potent. All who have been more than 
superficial abaervers will concede that, the 
administration of Indian matters in this 
province lias been fur frouj sati.ifactory. 
This is duo chietly to the ditiiculty of 
determining whore provincial jurisdiction 
actually ends, or that of the Dominion 
comniencea. Those matters which un- 
mistakably coiuH under Dominion pur- 
view and are capable only of being 
adjusted by that authority, are slow, very 
slow to experience remedial change — tho 
Dominion governmont's attitude iu its 
Indian policy buing much like that of 
Gladstone who 'once stated that of the 
■many- letters he daily received, a few 
were aiiawerud, many through delay 
answered tlicin.selves, while tho roat 
needed no answer at all. lluwever euc 
cesdful tiiis |)at.nai'ch il siatetiniii may 
have found this cuurse, the principle, as 
adopted by tho Dominion government 
towards the Indians of this province, has 
certainly proved u failure. Our 
native tribi-s, whore oppi^rtunity has 
offered, have shown a readineas to enter 
into and an aplne-ss to prosecute indus- 
tries whuao fostormont is highly profitable 
to the province. (Jiven the chance, they 
seize with avidity upon tho occasion for 
self-imurrivement. rnivn.ifnstimr n diRnnni-- 
tion to adopt tho habits and customs of 
the white man, not only by procuring 
similar employment, but in living aa near- 
ly upon the same basis as his means per- 
mit. This is more than car, be said of 
another race in our midst, who, when 
conaideriiig themselves aggrieved, havo aa 
prompt a means of redress aa vouchsafed 
to any person in tho province, — a right 
which, from the peculiarity of bis position 
iu regard to the two govarnments — local 
and federal — the Indian is, almost with- 
out exception, unable to obtain. It may 
bo said that the expense and care of its 
Indians are a great charge upon the Do- 
minion government which receives no 
return from the outlay, and that uncivil- 
ization of tho aborigines only begets in 
them a discontent that increases in an 
equal degree to the attempt to cultivate 
them,— in short, that their bliBB is de- 
stroyed with their ignorance. This is not 
borne out by facts. Whore properly 
inatructed the Indian has shown 
himself singularly subject to tho 
healtliful influence of those who, 
in seeking to inculcate the true 
precepts of religion have not neglected to 
imbue him with higher aims and aspira- 
tiona m his worldly life. We allude to the 
miaaionaries, whose assiduity in this re- 
spect, whose singleness of object has 
been moat praiseworthy. These have been 
ever anxious to impress upon the Indian 
mind the neceaaity of respect for the law, 
which will in return see that justice is 
meted out. It remains with tho Domin- 
ion to prove, by its action, whether that 
teachingshali be strengthened, or whether, 
by the tardiness of its justice, the good 
influence, whose foundation has been so 
well laid, shall be destroyed.

Three attempts wero 
mad 5 to rescue parties beyond tho river, 
but each boat in turn was Bwain])ed and the 
occupants only saved themselv(!s by swim- 
ming to the trees. Five bodies had been 
recovered up to tho hour of writing. There 
were inovorH' wagona camping on tho bot- 
toms, aud ouo old man has recognized the 
bodies ot three of his family — his wife and 
two children. James Oibba, his daughter 
and niece were washed away with their 
home.

In the Ijotloina worn ton or fifteoo 
emigrant faniilie.i, and not one-half nf 
these peraoiis have yet been found. North 
of here entire families were drownod. 
Others made miraculous escapes. All 
yealerilay and last night the streams wore 
ao high that no ctunniunicalion could he 
had with the eaat. Storoa in town wpro 
closed yesterday and every citizen was en- 
g.iged in the wurk ot rescuing citizens in 
boats and rafts from their perilous posi- 
tions in trees and house tops. This work 
was extremely hazardous, and by nightfall 
there wore atill aomo isolated prisoners. 
A relief party waa out all night picking 
ijp the unfortunates. iluiidreda of cattle 
wore drowned and grei^t fields of crops 
ruined. Hundreds of dead animals also 
line the banks of Elm crook. The riap 
started at dark Monday night, and rain 
poured down steadily for aix hours, which 
^yas followed by a great cloud-burst north 
of tho town, news has yet been ro- 

ceivuU from the country below hero, but 
it is feared there has been a very severe 
loss of life. The town council speedily 
organized relief measures, and several 
thousand dollars are already Biibacribcd. 
The bodies thus far recovered will bo 
buried this afternoon. The district court 
has iidjoiiriiod, and tho courtroom has 
been turned into a morgue.

Many of those present had bonufited 
by the good ollioea of tho doceaaed Sis- 
ter and their preacncu inanifoatad tho 
siiiccru sorrow they felt at her uatimuly 
taking away. The sacred edifice was 
draped and festooned in crape, but thu 
sombre effect waa relieved by wroAths 
ami bin|iieta of choice flowora nea.r the 
nitar rail.s. Tho reni,iin8 wore received 
by Hia Grace Archbishop Sogheri, as- 
.sisttd by Uev, Fathers Jonckau, Hynen, 
IMnndart and Von Novel and a number of 
aunlytes. The archbishop having boon 
invested with tho robes of his high olhce 
[iniceoded to celebrate u solomii requiem 
mass, after which hia grace aaccuded the 
pulpit and deliverod the following elo- 
quent and ali'eotiiig sermon, which wsa 
listened to with marked attention by the 
nuiiioroua congregation : 

From tiio lips cf our L'ird cornea tha 
i;heering sentence, the gleeful prediction: 
"But your sorrow shall bo turned into 
joy. " — J. liii X VI, '20. It ia not so with 
us, beloved brellireii; with us tho OAiie is 
(li He rent. A few days ago we were all 
joy, all cliuerfuliiusa, all happiness; and, 
behold, t(i-diiy our joy is turned into 
sorrow. The death of the Sister of i hsr 
ity which we bewail this morning has oast 
a gloom over this congregation; and do I 
say too much if I statu that it has Qlled 
the whole Community with sorrow/ How 
striking are the lessons we receive from 
Divine Providuncul How vividly does 
our Almighty Tuauhor impress on our 
minds, by sttTukes like this, the whole- 
some truth which, iilasi we are so spt tu 
fuciret, that all earthly joy is short in 
duration, that all worldly prosperity is 
lickle and lloetiiig, that it is must danger- 
ous to bo cozened by tho dociiitful joys of 
thia life, that this world ia not our homo, 
and tli.'it it is only in the next life that 
our sorrows of thia o.xistonce horo below 
will bo liiniud into joy ov(irlast|ng, joy 
innui.'ied with sorrow, joy unniarrod by 
evil, joy of thu cloudleas auiishiiie of an 
eternal apring. Aak ine not, beloved 
Uhriatiiitis, v\ hy it is that women, ao good, 
so virtuous, ao devotiiil and solf-fof^etful 
aa this .Sister of Charity hero before us, aro 
snatched aiviiy from the field of thuir labor, 
from the career of tlieir usefiihiesa, whilst 
ollie r.s, whose existeiiee seems to bo of littlu 
or no coiiaeiiueiice in tho world, arti 
liilowvd to prolong a oara^r ubout which 
nu one seem* to care. Shall we say tlmt 
tho former had Blled the measure of good 
works which God had oxpuoted from her,
